CHICAGO, Oct. 5—A federal 
grand jury here is investigating 
reported labor racketeering in 
connection with the Illinois toll 
road program, it was announced 
today after a firm, which had 
received the first contract for 
toll road construction in the 
state, refused to submit a list 
of its officers and stockholders 
to the jury. 

Louis I. Fisher, counsel for 
the company, Public Construc- 
tors, Inc., of Gloucester City, 
N.J., appeared in United States 
District Court yesterday and 
tried unsuccessfully to quash 
subpenas for the list. Fisher is 
also senior assistant attorney 
for the Chicago Sanitary Dis- 
trict and brother of Circuit 
Judge Harry M. Fisher. 

Louis Fisher said his son, 
Raymond, is president of the 
construction firm, which ob- 
tained the contract on its low 
bid of $3,026,100 for building 
44 miles of highway from a

Sponsor of the measure, Al- 
derman DeWitte T. Lawson, 
Nineteenth ward Democrat, a 
Negro, told the aldermen: “I 
think the board should act on 
a bill so important to the city. 
As a member of the legislation 
committee I know that the com- 
mittee had this bill previously 
for a long time, and it is high 
time that the board acts on the 
measure.” 

Alderman James Geisler, 
ie ward Democrat, moved, 
however, to refer it back to 
committee, He noted that action 
on the bill had been defetred 
by the Board last week and 
commented, “Weekly deferrals 
are getting us nowhere.” 

Doubts Constitutionality. 

Geisler said he had doubts 
about the constitutionality of a 
measure — would tell a mer- 
chant whom he has to serve 
ugder penalty of law. 

- “There are no civil rights at 
fssue in this bill,” he said. “It 
ds not a civil liberties bill. It is 
‘a special bill.” 

——The co should deter- 
mine its legality, he said. 

Lawson argued that the bill 
is “in keéping with progress 
which has been made all around 
the country,” and “the people 
of St. Louis will not be satis- 
fied until such a measure is 
enacted.”

Nixon and 47 per cent for Stev- 
enson ‘and Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver, with 4 per cent uncom- 
mitted or unwilling to say. 

Employing no scientifically 
pre-determined formula, re- 
porters moving about the state 
and talking to voters found 
definite evidence that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had_ lost 
ground.

A well-written and comprehensive 
review in your “Between Book 
Ends” column of “The Power Elite” 
by Charles Wright Mills caused me to 
send for this book, and I now have 
it before me. I was much intrigued 
by the chapter entitled “The Mili- 
tafy Ascendency.” 

Mr. Mills states, “In business cir- 
cles the word has gone forth. Get 
yourself a general. Whab branch of 
government spends the most money? 
The military. Who, even more than 
a 5-percenter, is an expert on red 
tape? A general or an admiral. So 
make him chairman of the board.” 

In Time magazine Gen. MacArthur 
is reported to have received $68,000 
a year from Remington-Rand and still 
continued to receive his retirement 
pay of $24,875 a year from the Army. 
A note in “The Power Elite” states 
that “Gen. Lucius D. Clay is now 
board chairman of the Continental 
Can Co., Gen. James H. Doolittle is 
now vice president of the Shell Oil 
Co. Gen. Omar N. Bradley became 
chairman of the board of the Bulova 
Research Laboratories. There follows 
a long but only partial list of old 
soldiers who have not only not faded 
away, but who have become officers 
or board chairman of great industrial 
corporations dealing with the Gov- 
ernment.

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‘New, But the Same 


If there is a “new” Adlai Stevenson, as s0 
many commentators say, there is a “new” 
Dwight Eisenhower too. In his speeches at Cleve- 
land and Léxington, Ky., this week the Presi- 
dent came off his pedestal a right down 
into the political arena. While berating poll- 
ticlans, he talked like one. And he seemed to 
enjoy it. 

It is politicians’ talk to accuse your opponent 
of “wickedness” and to appropriate for yourself 
the universally admired virtues of moral integri- 
ty, as Mr. Eisenhower did at Cleveland. It is 
politicians’ talk to denounce your opponent for 
wanting to “run the entire country” from Wash- 
ington and then claim credit for a whole series 
of governmental intérventions including some, 
like the $1 minimum wage, which you had really 
opposed. 

And it is politicians’ talk to tell only your half 
of the story on school aid, as the President did 
in Kentucky; to paint a blue-sky picture of Hmit- 
less plenty to come in the future (including 
lower taxes) provided you are elected; to boast 
of reducing government expenditure when in 
fact your nonmilitary spending budget this year 
is the highest in history. And s0 on. 

By no means is Adlai Stevenson innocent of 
the same fault. Though we strongly favor his 
election we cannot approve of some of his cam- 
paign oratory—the diffused and generalized 
promises of seemingly open-end farm subsidies, 
the misstatements about “appeasement” of 
Peron, the half-truths about the Eisenhower rec- 
ord, the vague talk of ending the draft. But if 
standards of political conduct are to be applied, 
they should be the same for both candidates. 

The truth is that both candidates are behaving 
like politicians, which is not very strange con- 
sidering that both are engaged in politics. We 
deplore the excesses and extravagances of pres- 
ent-day campaigning, but fairness demands the 
acknowledgement that neither party has a mo- 
nopoly on them. 

So we cannot go too far with those who la- 
ment the “new” Stevenson who is alleged to be 
so much inferior to the lofty-principled candi- 
date of four years ago—especially since most of 
those who do the lamenting had no love for his 
lofty principles at that time. 

The complaint then was that Mr. Stevenson 
was talking over people’s heads. Now, clearly, 
he is doing a more effective job of reaching 
people. He is fighting to win, and he knows 
that to win he must get out the vote. As a chal- 
lenger he inevitably must try to draw to himself 
dissidents in every area where they may be 
found—among farmers, old-age pensioners, peo- 
ple who resent the draft, people who fear atomic 
war, and so on. Furthermore he is doing this in 
just about the same way any other candidate 
would do it, and the way Dwight Eisenhower 
did it in 1952 by successfully exploiting resent- 
ment against the Korean war, inflation and 
messy government. 

The important thing is a candidate's over-all 
character and his campaign record as a whole. 
Mr. Stevenson’s plusses far outweigh the 
minuses. The “new” Stevenson is still the Ste- 
venson of a superb Milwaukee speech on educa- 
tion, of a brave Arkansas speech for school in- 
tegration, of a serious and responsible St. Louis 
speech on our world situation. He is still the 
Stevenson who promises to bring to the Presi- 
dency a quite extraordinary combination of intel- 
ligence, constructive imagination and capacity 
for leadership.

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Speculation in Justice 

Disclosures of large and prolonged stock spec- 
ulations by a Department of Justice official, now 
resigned, suggest that stronger safeguards 
against misusing public office for private profit 
would be in order. 

Edward A. Foote, who for two years was No. 
2 trust-buster in the department, does not deny 
playing the market. The circumstances under 
which he played one stock make it look as 
though he bought when he knew his agency 
would not oppose a merger which would in- 
crease its value, and sold when he learned that 
another Government agency, the FTC, might 
intervene. > 

Accordingly, the stock-speculating trust-buster 
would be a disturbing-enough phenomenon by 
himself. He is the more so in the context of a 
rash of such cases that have broken out in the 
present Administration. 

A Secretary of the Air Force, Harold E. Tal- 
bott, a chairman of the ICC, Hugh W. Cross, a 
General Services Administrator, Edmund F. 
Mansure, a Public Buildings Commissioner, 
Peter A. Strobel, all resigned under fire when 
their admixture of personal affairs with their 
public responsibilities became known.

cepted a job as its president at a substantial 
increase in salary. 

Representative Celler of New York, chairman 
of an Anti-trust subcommittee, who makes the 
Foote disclosures, says the Justice Department 
lacks regulations preventing employes from 
speculating in stocks and companies which have 
matters pending before them.

At the same time, the Cisler group virtually 
invited AEC. to deny a public hearing, and all 
but presumed to make up the commission's 
mind, by declaring itself “unable to find war- 
rant” for the United Automobile Workers’ inter- 
vention, This is a crucial point because regula- 
tions adopted by the AEC this year require that 
if a petitioner with legal standing requests for- 
mal hearings, the hearings must be held. 

The hearings requested by the UAW will, if 
granted, be the first held under those regula- 
tions. UAW’s standing would seem to be self- 
evident on its declaration that nearly half its 
members and their families live in the area that 
would be affected if a disaster resulted from an 
accident at the project, which has not yet been 
proved safe. Subsequently two other unions 
have joined UAW in petitioning for hearings. 
They are the United Paper Workers of America, 
which charges that its members might be en- 
dangered by radioactive chemicals from the 
plant finding their way into materials handled 
in their work, and the International Union of 
Electrical Workers. 

The Atomic Energy Commission's attitude to- 
ward the public it serves is very much on trial 
here, In the earlier Dixon-Yates incident the 
AEC majority, and Chairman Lewis L. Strauss in 
particular, displayed a secretiveness, high-hand- 
edness and political-mindedness which were, to 
say the least, disquieting. 

Later, when the House was considering the 
Gore-Holifield bill to accelerate the atomic pow- 
er program, Chairman Strauss indulged in inten- 
sive political maneuvering, and his lobbying with 
members of Congress was most instrumental in 
defeating the measure. It must be remembered 
that the Atomic Energy Commission is properly 
a non-political agency and that Congress took 
extraordinary precautions to safeguard it from 
partisan politics. 

The public has a right to know what hazards 
to life, limb and property it may be running in 
the project to build an atomic power plant of 
a particularly unpredictable type near Detroit, 
Toledo and Windsor, Ont. Justifiably it looks to 
the AEC to carry out its wishes.

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Security for 300,000 Disabled 


Since the start of this month retirement an- 
nuities under Social Security have been available 
to totally-disabled workers who will reach the 
age of 50 by next July 1. Hitherto they would 
have had to wait until they were 65. Thus an 
estimated 300,000 disabled wage-earners in our 
country will at once be spared 15 years of de- 
privation before gétting retirement benefits. 

This new improvement in the Social Security 
Act was not unopposed. Secretary Folsom of 
Health, Education and Welfare condemned it as 
a tax burden that might endanger public sup 
port for Social Security as a whole. This was 
reminiscent of some charges current when So- 
cial Security was enacted in the first term of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt—such as that Washington 
was not big enough to hold the necessary rec- 
ords. 

President Eisenhower, too, opposed the re- 
form. He also opposed the change, made in 
the same bill, lowering women annuitants’ eligi- 
bility age from 65 to 62. The new law creates 
a special trust fund built up by an increase of 
one half of 1 per cent—to a new total of 444 
per cent—in the social security tax. 

Social Security, at first wildly opposed, has 
become a calmly accepted element of our demo- 
cratie life in the last 21 years. It has proved 
itself in the hard test of practice. But it still 
can be improved upon so as to serve better the 
needs of a humane society in whose name it was 
enacted. To the Democratic majority in Con- 
gress goes the credit for pushing to completion, 
despite strong and highly-placed opposition, this 
latest reform.

Household of Crippled Eagles 


THE TENEMENT OF DREAMS, by Joseph W. 
Weagher. (Little, Brown, 304 pgs., $3.75.) 

In one of the more skillful novels of 
this or any other season, Joseph Mea- 
gher revisits the New York of 1916. 
Once arrived, he embeds himself in 
the idiom and trappings of the day and 
from this vantage point observes the 
behavior of some fascinating people. 

Each of these characters might be 
properly described as a “crippled 
eagle.” Each has an element of great- 
ness or strength in him, yet each bears 
some great mental or physical scar. In 
the course of 26 engrossing chapters, 
each of these crippled eagles flutters 
bravely against the formidable head- 
winds that Mr. Meagher gathers. Not 
ail remain airborne. 

Meagher’s characters appear to move 
on their own power, free of his authori- 
ty or the reader’s anticipation. They 
will be inevitably referred to as 
“fringe” or “bizarre” people. It Is more 
accurate to say that Meagher is strongly 
sensitized to “fringeness” or “bizarre- 
ness” in all people. He recognizes it, 
appreciates it and sees fit to empha- 
size it. 

* * . 

Mr. Meagher’s “Tenement” is erected 
upon a mountain of character delinea- 
tion, a layer of coincidence and a sim- 
ple slice of “plot.” This last involves 
the disappearance of Jessica Bantling, 
a wealthy eccentric. This, in turn, sets 
many people in motion. These include 
Jessica’s blind, millionaire brother. Jo- 
siah whose “servants treated him as & 
sort of living chess piece, moving him 
from room to room,” Josiah’s financial 
agent, his private detective, and as- 
sorted tenants of Miss Bantling’s tene- 
ment. Beautiful deaf-mute Rhoda Flan- 
ders is inserted as the nucleus toward 
which the male molecules in the story 
may gravitate. 

Perhaps the most appealing character 
in the novel, however, is John Paul, an 
immensely shy and withdrawn opera 
librettist whose only possessions are an 
old umbrella and a sackful of random 
notes taken from real-life conversations. 
John Paul “deserved another, less in- 
sensitive world where misfits fit in, 
dreams are accepted and poets are 
bowed to in the streets.”

Nobody will suggest that “The Tene- 
ment of Dreams” is an overpowering 
or socially significant novel in the 
manner of “The Wall” or “Cry the Be- 
loved Country.” It is, however, exactly 
.what the title implies, a literary struc- 
ture housing the hopes, fears, and 
dreams of many people. It is difficult 
to ask for more. 

Mr. Meagher is as adept with lan- 
guage as anyone is entitled to expect. 
Indeed, if authors were judged entire- 
ly on the basis of intelligent and orig- 
inal word-manipulation, Meagher would 
have to be considered great. It only re- 
mains to be seen whether the public 
will accept a brilliant novel by a com- 
paratively obscure author according to 
its merit or by-pass it in favor of lesser 
works from more distinguished pens.

The school —last and most 
ambitious undertaking of a 
multimillion-dollar school con- 
struction program authorized 
the voters in 1951—is a 
five-story structure. 

It has 40 classrooms for aca- 
demic teaching and 20 other 
rooms. Construction cost $228,- 
586 more than originally esti- 
mated. 

In the five years since the 
$17,229,996 bond issue was ap- 
proved by 6512 votes, after be- 
ing defeated a month earlier, 
the Board of Education has 
erected 10 new buildings, made 
additions to two others, remod- 
eled another and acquired sites 
for two more. 

Revisions Required. 


Under a program outlined to | 
voters in general terms in 1951, | 
the money was to be used for 
15 new school structures of | 
varying sizes, as well as for 
two additions to existing facili- 
ties. An increase in construc- 
tion costs since that time, esti- 
mated at between 25 and 30 
per cent, racial integration in 
the schools and unexpected pop- 
ulation shifts brought on by 
housing projects, required re- 
visions in the program, it was 
pointed out. 


Figures furnished by the 
board’s building department 
show that $13,216,726, 76 per 
cent of the bond issue money, 
Was spent on construction of 
the 10 buildings and two addi- 
tions, compared with a contem- 
plated expenditure of $13,348,- 
248 for 15 buildings and two 
additions. The remaining 24 
per cent of the funds was spent 
for equipment and needed land. 

Of four schools that were to 
be replaced with new structures, 
only one — Dumas — was not. 
Those that were replaced are 
Ames, at a cost of $1,003,656: 
Busch, $570,697, and Notting- 
ham, $537,384.

Reported Fearful She’d Desert 


Maya Plisetskaya’s Absence Big Blow to * 
London Audiences—Others in Troupe : 


Warned to 


Be Careful. 


' LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP)—So- 
viet officials were reported to- 
day to have prevented prima 
ballerina Galina Ulanova's suc- 
cessor from coming to London 
with the Bolshoi ballet troupe 
because they feared she might 
seek asylum in the West. 

The rising star is 31-year-old 
Maya Plisetskaya. An informed 
source said a report had reached 
her that she had made un- 
complimentary remarks about 
the Soviet Communist regime. 

“She was therefore regarded 
as politically unreliable,” said 
the source, “and some officials 
thought if Plisetskaya were 
given a visa to visit Britain she 
might choose to remain in the 
West.” The informant added 
that the British Government 
“knows the story.” 

Other Dancers Cautioned. 

The Daily Mail said it learned 
that Communist party officials 
also had warned Ulanova and 
the rest of the ballet in Lon- 
don “to be careful to whom 
they talk and on what subjects.” 
The paper said it had been told 
that the final decision to keep 
Plisetskaya in Russia was 
taken by the Soviet Ministry of 
Culture. 

Plisetskaya reportedly is not 
a member of the Communist 
party.

Beauty and Grandeur 


OW that Count Leo Tolstoy's novel, “WAR AND 
PEACE,” has at last reached the screen and is showing 
at the ST. LOUIS THEATER, we have a brilliant ex- 
ample of the motion picture producer's (in this case, the 
y Dino De Laurentiis) ability te 

recreate an era in all its facets. Certainly 
“War and Peace” has grandeur and sweep. 
Every scene has been composed by Direc- 
tor K™g Vidor with ‘the eye of an artist. 
Abetted by the fine VistaVision camera 
S work of Jack Cardiff, Vidor bas made his 

sequences glitter like jewels. 

Whether it be a duel in a frosty woods with the lumi- 
nous snow sparkling under a half-risen sun, or the bright 
uniforms of long ranks of French infantry marching with 
ominous drumbeat’ over the gently swelling green. hills 
into the jaws of gunfire and death at Borodino, a great 
court ball gracefully aswirl with dancers, a danting-eyed 
Audrey Hepburn, wild with exuberance, gazing down at a 
mighty military parade in Moscow, or a closeup of a dying 
Prince Andrey with glazed eyes forgiving his Natasha, al- 
most every scene is a visual masterpiece. The sumptuous 
houses of the Russian aristocracy, the excitement of battle, 
magnificent things like Murat's cavalry charge at Borodino, 
the hopeless retreat of the Grand Army through dust, mud 
and snow and its final pitiful butchering when caught cross- 
ing a pontoon bridge at Berezina, are all unforgettable. 

Then, too, the teams of six British and Italian writérs 
did an exceptionally skillful job in compressing the lengthy 
novel down to the size of a three and a half hour film, huge 
though that is. However, it was necessary, not only to 
eliminate many minor characters and incidents in Tolstoy's 
examination of Petersburg and Moscow ‘society and the 
operations of military staffs, but to cut greatly the examina- 
tions of others, somt times crystallizing them into a few 
lines or paragraphs of dialogue. . 

Faring best is Natasha, as luminously played by Audrey 
Hepburn from vibrant romantic young girl to a beauty 
sobered by harsh experience and death. Here is one of 
the fine feminine performances of the year. The moody 
Prince Andrey Bolkonsky, too, is caught as a character por- 
trait by Mel Ferrer, although his disillusionment with the 
glories of war is developed only in a brief bitter speech 
the night before Borodino. But even though Henry Fonda's 
conception of Pierre, the epitome of the bumbling idealist 
and ineffectual liberal, rings true, so much of Pierre's 
groping quest for truth and meaning in life has had to be 
excised it loses much of its weight, and do does the film. 


i 

Eliminated is Tolstoy's mysticism, his cloudy, thoroughly 
Russian conception of predestination controlling vast move- 
ments of men from west to east and back again and his 
contention that no decisions of “great” men like Napoleon 
or Czar Alexander had the slightest effect on this destiny. 
Gone is the almost fanatic dedication to deflating Napoleon 
—Tolstoy insisted that all his military “genius” was sheer 
luck—and his general debunking of military procedure. 
(As a matter of fact, Tolstoy's contention that no order of 
Napoleon's had any practical effect at Borodino is contro- 
verted by the film, which shows his order to Murat’s cavalry, 
to take a position which had beatcn back the infantry, 
being carried out successfully.) 

My impression of this picture is that it is a fine one, 
one of the meg stunning ever made visually, but not a re- 
ally great one. In the first place, I don’t agree with the 
popular idea that Tolstoy's novel was the greatest ever 
written. Undeniable though its sweep, it never particularly 
moved or overwhelmed me, or stirred me by literary style, 
as dozens of other fine novels have done. Nor does the film. 

The inevitable tendency is to compare this with “Gone 
With the Wind,” which was rather the “War and Peace” of 
the American scene, and which is the most successful film 
ever made. To my mind, “Gone With the Wind” had more 
dramatic impact. Its characters were more sharply defined. 
Both films portray a privileged aristocracy caught in the 
suffering and horror of war. In “Gone With the Wind,” 
the old order crumbled; the picture’s two protagonists, 
Scarlett O’Hara and Rhett Butler, were cynical, driving op- 
portunists who rose with strength from the ashes. In “War 
and Peace,” the aristocracy, the princes, dukes and counts 
with hundreds of serfs, suffer and die, but they don’t change 
appréciably. Tolstoy's view of society and waft was Olym- 
pian, from the viewpoint of the nobility and the generals 
rather than of the common man; his only peasant character 
who meant anything was the philosophic peasant Platon 
(played by John Mills) who further taught Pierre the joy 
in simplicity and acceptance in life. The point of the movie 
“War and Peace” seems to be that suffering is good for the 
soul—if you survive. That could be a great and noble 
theme, true, but it is never driven in with profundity. 


Wor at a Lower Level 


In contrast to “War and Peace,” war is looked at 
through the eyes of the common soldier in “THE BOLD 
AND THE BRAVE,” at the FCX. It is a first-rate film, 
with a hard core of realism and some powerful scenes. One 
sequence, a crap game in a tent in which 
Mickey Rooney as a G.I. named Dooley 
in Italy in 1944 wins $30,000, is a perfect 
bit of true humor. 

There is a bitter and poignant earlier 
sequence when Rooney and Wendell Corey 
determine that a rustic soldier named 
Preacher, played by Don Taylor, shall 
have some lovelife, even though he is a 
‘moral fanatic. They introduce him to a beautiful girl (finely 
played by Nicole Maurey) who has turned prostitute to sup- 
port her war-impoverished family. She is at first amazed 
at the shy and withdrawn Preacher, then falls in love with 
him, and he with her. His disillusionment and rage when 
he finds out what she is are pitiable. In the final battle 
sequence, there is a superbly ironic twist to Dooley’s fan- 
tastic luck. 

The co-feature, “THE BEST THINGS IN LIFE ARE 
FREE,” is one of those backstage musicals, this time about 
the successes, tribulations and quarrels of the Tin Pan Alley 
and Broadway musical comedy producing team of DeSylva, 
Brown and Henderson. As the trio wrote a raft of infectious 
tunes, including the title song, “Black Bottom,” “Birth of the 
Blues,” “This Is the Mrs.,” “It All Depends on You,” “Sunny 
Side Up,” etc., it is an entertaining film. Gordon MacRag, 
Ernest Borgnine (singing, after a fashion) and Dan Dailey 
are the trio, and with Sheree North singing and wiggling, 
they manage to keep things pretty lively. 


Creaky Operetta 


Paramount has revived the romantic old operetta, 
“THE VAGABOND KING,” about Francois Villon, the 
Parisian poet-thief, and how he helped King Louis XI save 
his kingdom from the Duke of Burgundy. They have done 
a handsome job of the film, showing at 
the ESQUIRE, with some sumptuous court 
scenes in VistaVision, and have introduced 
a grand-opera tenor, the Maltese known 
as Oreste, whose plangent voice has a 
Nt beautiful timbre, although he almost over- 
itr ila l powers you with its use. Kathryn Grayson 

is an acceptable Catherine De Vaucelles. 

However, one wonders why they didn’t let4t lie. In 
this era of tne literate musical play, Friml’s old operetta 
seems hopelessly creaking and stilted. The old music, such 
as “Song of the Vagabonds,”’ and “Only a Rose,” is good, 
and there are several lively new numbers written by Friml. 
But the brassy bravura of old now seems flabby c ard 
and papier mache. You can only smile when Villon rs 
up some bleary tavern drunks who had submitted theekly 
enough before a half dozen of the King’s Guard, and hurls 
them at Burgundy’s knights, archers and pikemen to put 
the dastards to rout. Oreste isn't enough of an actor to 
begin to carry this claptrap. By contrast, Walter Hampden 
does an amazing job of bringing King Louis XI to life— 
he is almost able to put a straight face on the intrigue.

It was sold, on the death of 
Dr. Lovell in 1836, to Francis 
Preston Blair, a newspaper man 
and member of President Jack- 
son’s “Kitchen Cabinet.” It re- 
mained consistently in the Blair 
family until 1942 when the Fed- 
eral Government purchased it 
as a residence for the enter- 
tainment of kings, nobles, for- 
eign ministers and other dis- 
tinguished visitors. 


It now became necessary for 
me to ride to school in a car. 
I did not find this particularly 
onerous. It was a great im- 
provement over the bus, and I 
was placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of a Secret Service man, 
John Dorsey. Mr. Dorsey trailed 
me for years and we became 
good friends. 


That first morning I felt a 
little stiff about being: pro- 
tected, but otherwise things 
seemed normal. I was unpre- 
pared for the swarm of re- 
porters and photographers who 
converged on me at school. In 
fact, 1 was on the point of tears 
when I was rescued by some of 
my professors at George Wash- 
ington and given sanctuary in 
a room until I could collect 
myself. 


I have made it a rule never 
to try to run from photographers 
or to prevent their taking their 
shots. Taking pictures is their 
business and they mean to take 
pictures, with or without the 
victim's co-operation. If you act 
coy or antagonize them, they 
may take bad pictures—and, I 
sometimes feel, on purpose. 

I have the misfortune to 
photograph badly. I usually look 
20 pounds heavier and 10 to 15 
years older thar I actually am. 
I do not say this out of vanity, 
mor did I arrive at the con- 
clusion on my own. The ple 
who know me have said it con- 
sistently. ee

Y coloring, which is light (I 
Meeter to it as washed out), 

disappears in the lens. My 
green eyes fade and any circles 
that happen to be under them 
accentuate. My hair is generally 
described as ash-blond (it is 
naturally pale) but in photo- 
graphs it becomes a drab no- 
color. My face has a bad side 
and a good side in profile, and 
I look much better full-face, but 
I am rarely photographed thus. 

By co-operating with photog- 
raphers, I have come out less 
a scarecrow than I might have 
done. In turn, photographers 
have co-operated with me. When 
I have asked them not to 
photograph me in shorts, slacks, 
or bathing.suit, or in situations 
that might embarrass my family 
or me, they have desisted. Only 
one photographer ever took ad- 
vantage of me this way and he 
was belabored by his fellows, so 
that I didn’t have to chastise 
him. I never quite forgave him. 

Unaccustomed as I was to be- 
ing photographed, I decided to 
let the’ photographers have at 
it that day. I was photographed 
in the car, out of the ear, on 
the steps of the school of gov- 
ernment, jn the classroom, with 
my classmates, with my pro- 
fessors, alone, drinking choco- 
late ice cream sodas, and from 
whatever other angles the 
photographers thought up. 

The effect on my college 
career of being my father's 
daughter was less difficult than 
might be supposed, because my 
friends and professors under- 
stood the situation and were 
willing to keep the status quo. 
It is true that my opinions on 
world affairs, uttered in the 
cloistered classroom, were some- 
times reported in the newspa- 
pers. Since my opinion didn’t 
amount to a hill of beans and 
had no more background than 
anybody else’s, this was ridicu- 
lous, but I did have to think 
twice before I said anything 
about anything, even when the 
teacher asked me a direct ques- 
tion. 

Outwardly the chief change 
in my routine derived from be- 
ing under constant surveillance 
of the Secret Service. Mr. Dor- 
sey was a discreet and thought- 
ful bodyguard and I often forgot 
he was there. (This is the high- 
est compliment I can pay .a 
bodyguard.) E 

The Secret Service is a brave, 
uséful and tactful organization, 
endlessly efficient, and there 
were times when it was a re- 
lief to have them roll up, change 
a tire, summon a cab, catch up 
with the milk train to Washing- 
ton so I could get home, and 
otherwise look after their foot- 
less charge. 

I suppose it was human na- 
ture that made me take a fiend- 
ish delight in trying to cross

the White House. It would have 
given the news a romantic fillip 
and been good for business! 

There were times when I may 
have wistfully felt like going 
along with this program, if it 
would only offer the chance of 
becoming a private citizen 
again, but actually, | had made 
up my mind early in the game 
that I would not marry while 
I lived in the White House. 


While I am not silly enough 
to suppose that being watched 
over by the Secret Service had 
any real effect on romance, | 
ask you to consider the effect of 
saying good nights to a boy at 
the door of the: White House in 
a blaze of floodlights, with a 
Secret Service man in attend- 
ance. There is not much you 
can do except shake hands, and 
that’s no way to get engaged. 

One of the unexpected things 
about my new life was the in- 
terest that was suddenly gen- 
erated in my romantic affairs, 
which up to then had bothered 
nobody but me and” maybe 
Mother. Even the George Wash- 
ington Hatchet, my school news- 
paper, and hopefully friendly to 
me, plastered the front page on 
April 17 with a story headed: 
"Boss’ Daughter Great Catch 
for Anyone.” 


This embarrassed me and 
hurt my feelings, but it was 
only the beginning. There is 
scarely a periodical in existence 
that did not speculate at some 
time or other on my spinster 
state and how to put an end 
to it. I learned to ignore this 
sort of thing and laugh the 
rumors off, but some of the 
men whose names have been 
coupled with mine (usually er- 
roneously) got into a real tizzy.

E moved into the White 

House on the eighth of 

May, my father’s birthday. 
We didn’t do much in the way 
of celebrating his anniversary— 
we were too busy straightening 
out the dresser drawers. 

A constant stream of requests 
for my mother and me to ap- 
pear at public functions and do 
things had begun to pour in. 
One of Mother's first official 
entertainments was a party for 
all the Washington newspaper 
women who were anxious to see 
our private quarters on the sec- 
ond floor. We gave them a 
guided tour and tea and con- 
versation. They were very 
pleasant and I made many 
friends among the women of 
the Washington press. 

My mother did not hold press 
conferences and has never given 
an interview to this day, but 
she enjoyed entertaining the 
press girls, as she would have 
done at home, and attended 
their social functions. 

One night I decided to sleep 
in Lincoln's bed. It’s an over- 
powering old bed — bulbous, 
carven, gloomy, dark and—lI'm 
here to tell you—lumpy! 

I don’t know why I wanted 
to sleep in Lincoln’s.bed, ex- 
cept that there was a legend 
around the White House that 
Lincoln’s shadow sometimes 
reappeared in his room. The 
maids and butlers were always 
claiming that he came back and 
it was rumored that Mrs. Cal- 
vin Coolidge had actually seen 
his . apparition. 

I wasn’t so brave that I 
wanted to conduct this experi- 
ment alone. I finally enlisted 
two cohorts who were as eager 
and willing as I was. Jane 
Lingo and Annette Wright 
brought their toothbrushes and 
nightgowns. We retired but not 
to sleep, It wasn’t Lincoln's 
ghost that bothered us. It was 
simply impossible to get com- 
fortable in that bed. We slept

up and down, lengthwise, cross- 
wise and catawampus. We tried 
sleeping at the foot and in the 
middie and at the head. Noth- 
ing worked. 

We got the giggles, wound up 
on the floor and talked all 
night. I'm sure this was the only 
slumber party ever held in Lin- 
coln’s bed. 

The next day we discovered 
that my father had made elab- 
orate preparations to scare the 
wits out of us by having Lin- 
coln appear. He had chosen one 
of the six-foot-two butlers, 
Mayes, who dated from Theo- 
dore Roosevelt's time and 
looked a bit like Lincoln, and 
was going to dress him up in 
tail coat and stovepipe hat and 
send him into the room to de- 
liver a sepulchral lecture from 
the shadows. 

He was foiled because Maves 
was sick that day, and we were 
saved a seance with Lincoln's 


alleged spirit.

to be desired. Although mat- 
ters improved after my mother 
took over the menus, some of 
the early provender was rather 
grim. Shortly after we were 
ensconced in the White House. 
my mother had to go out of 
town. She left me in charge 
of the household and we seemed 
to be existing on a perpetual 
diet of brussels sprouts. 

My father won’t eat brussels 
sprouts and I pointed this fact 
out to the housekeeper. That 
night for dinner we had brus- 
sels sprouts again. (We had just 
had them for lunch.) This went 
on for a couple of days, until 
I was on the verge of losing 
my temper. 

The White House kitchens 
are so enormous that the food 
is perforce institutional. When 
there are six or eight cooks 
with their fingers in the pie, 
it’s apt to taste that way. The 
demands made on the kitchens 
are so fantastic that it is diffi- 
cult to understand how they do 
as well as they do. The White 
House staff has been known to 
be called on to produce a lunch- 
eon fer 50 or 60, a tea for 1500, 
a ste dinner and a large re- 
ception in one day. At large 
mass teas there was never any 
way of really knowing how 
many people would arrive, and 
since the White House oper- 
ates on a budget, the staff 
could not afford to overbuy or 
waste food. 

It sometimes seemed as if 
Dad was always making a 
speech or working in the office 
or traveling; that Mother was 
always presiding at some of- 
ficial function and that I was 
always going to a party. To 
some extent, that’s the way it 
was.

Dear Martha: 

'M tired of hearing complaints about today’s teen-agers.

from parent Clarissa Start 
groups, a teacher, a priest, a 
Student and myself. 

We elders expounded learn- 
edly on salaries which “have 
not kept pace with. industry,” 
on teacher tenure, retirement, 
reciprocity between states, etc. 
It was not until we came to the 
subheading, how to _ interest 
young people in teaching, that 
our high school student came 
up with his views. 

“Why should anybody want 
to be a teacher?” he asked. 
“The teachers themselves don’t 
act like they like teaching. You 
never hear a teacher say, ‘Boy, 
oh boy, I love my job, I can 
hardly wait for school to start.’ 
They’re as glad to get out of 
school as we are.”

WE PAUSED, gulped, di- 
gested and ended up with same 
recommendations about “happy, 
satisfied, dedicated teachers” 
being the ,best means of con- 
verting young people to their 
profession. But our student had 
given us something to tifink 
about. Meanwhile students at 
other tables, I learned later, 
had come up with frank views. 

Another student blamed 
teachers for discouraging stu- 
dents from teaching because of 
the inadequate salaries. He, 
himself, wanted to be a mathe- 
matics teacher, he said, but his 
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advisers \ were urging him to be- 
come an engineer because of 
the better income. 

“Maybe they're having a hard 
time of it financially,” he said, 
“but they’re wrong if they think 
salary is the only thing that’s 
important.”

ONE STUDENT thought it 
was important that gifted chil- 
dren be given more of a chance. 
Several disagreed with their 
elders over the recommendation 
that schools de-emphasize 
sports, pointing out that com- 
petitive sports encouraged wider 
contacts with youngsters from 
other schools. One girl thought 
there should be more emphasis 
on scholastic requirements but 
a boy student said, “You ought 
to start with colleges, not sec- 
ondary schools, because when 
you apply for a college scholar- 
ship, they want to know more 
about your extra-curricular ac- 
tivities than about your aca- 
demic standing.” 

One boy was widely quoted 
because of his remarks on the 
relative responsibilities between 
home and school. 

“I think the home ought to 
have responsibility for some 
things,” he said. ‘They could 
teach kids to read and write 
and let the schools take care of 
some of the more important 
things.”’ (Despite this view, the 
teaching of reading and writing 
was given top priority on what 
schools should do.) 

Several students disagreed 
with teachers who felt salaries 
should not be based on “merit” 
since it was difficult to measure. 
“Kids are judged on merit all 
the time, why not teachers?” he 
asked. One outspoken youngster 
paused occasionally to say po- 


litely, “Well, I'll concede _ that 
point.” 
Parents, teachers and adult 


advisers conceded quite a few 
to the e students.
